so.ncthliiK quite different from any-thing they had seen or heard of.

Doubtless there are a lot of grand
similes that might bo employed in con¬
nection with the appearance of tho
bowl, but wo are going to revert to jtlio humhlo ant.or rather to tho hab-
itation of the ant. We are going to the
ant hill.

Consider an ant hill that has been
shorn of Its conical top and hollowed
outside. There you have a very vague
idoa of the general appearance of tho
bowl from tho outside, only you are to
understand that tho bowl Is bigger
than all tho ant hills you ever saw
put together.
We have seen pictures of old mounds

built by tho inound dwellers and the
bowl looks something llko these pic-
tures. Half way up this Yale mound
is sheathed with concrete. Then there
Is an embankment of green turf on top
of the concrete, to-day there was an ;
additional rampant of raw pine on top
of the embankment to make room for
tho extra seats. I

Ingress to tho mound is by nearly
thirty tunnels. You duck into one of
these tunnels, along a brief subway,
going slightly upward, and suddenly
emerge In the bowl, but half way to-
ward the top. The Interior of tho bowl
might be likened to a voet roulette
wheel, with the mouths of the tunnels
answering for pockets.
On every side rise the quaint cliffs of

Connecticut, furnishing a great back¬
ground. The ground all around the
bowl was tilled with automobiles.
Sevcntv thousand people.more peo-

pie than Inhabit a lot of pretty towns.
70,000 people are a lot of people any¬
way you look at them, but tho num¬
ber is particularly impressive when
you get them all bunched up together
on a few acres of land with only nar¬
row angles between, or plump them
down in a body In tho streets of a
town tho size of New Haven.
Even after every seat was taken

there wero several thousand people
clamoring at the out-mouths of the
tunnels, and they waited until the game
was over, receiving bulletins as to tho
progress of the game from friendly jspectators.
Tho bowl is what vou might call an

architectural triumph.for its purpose.
It can have no other purpose than foot¬
ball. It would never do for baseball,
or any other sport, because tho field'
Is too limited. The epaco has all been
takeu up with seats.
